Welcome to Heritage's September, 2015 Long Beach Signature auction. This is our third trip of the year to the West Coast as 
the official auctioneer of the Long Beach Expo, and it is our pleasure to welcome you to the keystone September show. We 
hope you will attend and make the most of the many outstanding opportunities presented at the Expo. This event is definitely 
the numismatic "best in the West." 

Our Signature auction features four Floor Sessions including a high-value Premier Session on Thursday evening, September 17. 
As always, many memorable rarities will change hands. Highlights include an 1875 proof half eagle, the exceptional series key 
date. Only nine proofs are known in private hands, with this example ranked in the top five and graded PR64 Cameo NGC. 
Also, the renowned Judd-10 Reeded Edge 1792 copper disme makes an appearance graded XF40 PCGS Secure. It is the 
former 1914 ANS Exhibition plate coin, Ex: Wurtzback-Partrick - small in size, but a big numismatic rarity. And speaking of 
large, the very rare 1877 Half Union in gilt copper, one of the most interesting (and large) issues of the entire pattern series, is 
up for bid certified PR63 NGC, now housed in a custom holder to accommodate the oversized fifty-dollar Half Union format. 

Two Long Beach Signature Featured Collections deserve special mention: 

The Rolling Thunder 50 Piece Commemorative Collection 

Our consignor spent the better part of twenty years assembling this remarkable collection of U.S. commemoratives, which ranks 
sixth in the PCGS Registry of Silver Commemoratives 50 Piece Type Set, Circulation Strikes (1892-1954). In building the set, 
special attention was given to strike and color with more than half of the collection "Plus-graded" by PCGS - a critical distinction 
among the highest-graded commemoratives where multiple coins share a high numerical grade. Many fine coins were passed 
over during the formation of this set simply because they fell short of our consignor's meticulous attention to strike characteristics 
and eye appeal. The importance and historical significance of the classic commemorative series cannot be overstated, and a love 
of U.S. history was instrumental in assembling this fantastic, highly ranked Registry Set. 

The Stephen A. Walling Collection 

A wide-ranging collection of copper, silver, and gold type coins shows an emphasis on early issues and a keen eye for value in 
popular collector grades. When asked what inspired his interest in coins, Mr. Walling replied, "Like many kids of my generation, 

I started collecting coins before I turned 10. I purchased a Whitman blue coin book and began filling in the holes with the 
help of my dad who would let me check his change. I actually did find a few of the key dates in circulation like the 1909-S. I 
purchased a few others when I had a little extra money from my paper route. It was fun! However, it was not until about 15 
years ago that I started getting serious about coins. That is when I turned to Heritage because of their strong reputation. I have 
thoroughly enjoyed this relationship, and now that it is time to sell my investment pieces, I have gone back to Heritage. Oh, by 
the way, I still have that original penny collection in the blue Whitman book. It is not for sale." Among his favorite coins in the 
consignment, Steve mentioned two that are of special appeal - a wonderfully original 1797 Draped Bust half dollar, 0-101 a, 
graded Fine 15 PCGS with CAC endorsement (the former Peter Mougey specimen from the 1910 Thomas Elder sale) and an 
equally Choice 1795 Small Eagle five dollar gold piece, AU55 NGC, struck from the scarce BD-4 die pair, one of just 60 to 75 
examples that exist of the variety. 

Whether you participate in person at the Premier or Floor Sessions, or prefer to bid remotely, numerous opportunities await you 
in all U.S. Coins categories from colonials to rare modern issues. Nearly 200 individual consignors have consigned more than 
3,800 lots, including over 600 Premier lots. Online bidders are encouraged to participate in our Signature® Internet Session on 
Sunday, September 20, when over 1,400 certified coins are available for the online session. 

Bidding is simple before the auction and instantaneous during the sale, wherever you are in the world. Prior to the auction, we 
accept bids through HA.com, e-mail, U.S. mail, and fax.

This is the famous Bisecting Crack variety with a nearly 
vertical die crack from the top border through the E of LIBERTY to 
the top of Liberty’s head, the ear, and the bust, grazing the right side 
of the 3 to the lower border. This die crack is constant on all 65 or 
so known examples. 

The constant die crack suggests that the physical obverse die 
cracked during the hardening process before the die was used for 
actual coin production. That hardening process also stabilized the 
die crack throughout the usable life of the die. It is unknown if the 
die was merely retired once additional obverse dies were prepared, 
or if it shattered and completely fell apart at a stage in production. 

There are six known die pairs of 1793 Liberty Cap cents that 
were employed to coin 11,056 cents. The four obverse dies and two 
reverse dies were prepared in late August or early September, and 
the entire mintage was delivered from Chief Coin Henry Voigt 
on Wednesday, September 18, the coldest day of the month. The 
engraver of these dies, Joseph Wright, died the previous week 
on September 13, 1793. It was a pleasant day with fair skies, the 
temperature recorded at 57 degrees in the morning and 72 degrees 
that afternoon. Wright was just 37 years old. His wife, the former 
Sarah Vandervoort, also succumbed to yellow fever that month. 

This reddish-steel brown cent has slightly glossy surfaces 
with a few trivial marks, and microscopic corrosion that is only 
apparent with a glass. The surfaces are pleasing and the strike is 
exceptionally well centered.

Weight: 64.5 grains, the standard weight of 
a quarter eagle. Exactly five Indian cents are known on gold planchets, according to information available to us. Among 
them are three dated 1900, this piece dated 1905, and an example dated 1906. The Judd pattern reference lists 1900 
and 1907 gold cents in the section on mint errors. However, Andrew W. Pollock, III, listed the 1900 gold Indian cents 
as P-1990 in the regular pattern section of his reference. Pollock writes: “Listed in Judd as a mint error, but it is difficult 
to imagine that a Mint employee would be so careless as to feed gold planchets into a coinage press fitted with one- 
cent piece dies.” Pollock suggests that these pieces may have been deliberately struck for one or more collectors. 

The following Census of gold Indian cents and additional information about them is compiled from a variety 
of sources, including www.uspatterns.com , www.minterrornews.com , Donald Taxay’s 1976 Catalogue and 
Encyclopedia, Andrew Pollock’s 1994 United States Patterns and Related Issues, the Judd reference, and selected 
auction catalogs. Conversations with Fred Weinberg and Richard Snow provided additional background. 

1900 MS65 PCGS. Col. E.H.R. Green; B.G. Johnson; John Beck (Abner Kreisberg Corporation, 1/1975), lot 609; Mike Byers; 
Auction ‘89 (Superior, 7/1989), lot 856; Bowers and Merena (8/1991), lot 4103; recently PCGS authenticated as a 1900 Indian 
cent struck on a gold $2.50 planchet, and graded MS65. The 1991 ANA catalog gives a weight of 65.8 grains, 1.3 grains too 
much for a quarter eagle planchet. 

1900 AU55. Heritage (8/1993), lot 8000. The 1993 ANA catalog gives a weight of 4.35 grams (67.12 grains), 2.62 grains too 
much for a quarter eagle planchet. 

1900. Michael Hodder reported in a May 14, 1996 letter to Q. David Bowers that he had personally seen three different pieces, 
all with weights in the range of 65.8 to 67.1 grains. See Bowers’ A Buyers and Enthusiast’s Guide to Flying Eagle and Indian Cents, 
p. 427. 

1905 MS64 PCGS. Apparently unknown to the numismatic community prior to the offering in our 2010 FUN Auction. 
Weight: 64.5 grains, the standard weight for a quarter eagle planchet. 

1906 AU58 NGC. Stack’s (6/2004), lot 4097; Stack’s (9/2009), lot 4299. Weight: 64.4 grains, within the 0.25 grain tolerance 
for a quarter eagle planchet. 

1907. Listed in the Judd pattern book, and in Donald Taxay’s Catalogue and Encyclopedia [of] U.S. Coins. The 1907 gold Indian 
cent is currently unlocated. 

One example dated 1900 is also known in silver, from the identical dies as the 1900 gold Indian cents, suggesting they 
were all made at or near the same time. Rick Snow writes in A Guide Book of Flying Eagle and Indian Head Cents that “both the 
silver and gold examples are struck from the same dies, with light roughness on the reverse die, probably from die rust.” That 
all three 1900 pieces have higher weights suggests that they were specially made, perhaps without the knowledge of Mint 
officials. Fred Weinberg explained that “the weights vary because in all probability, they were on planchets that might not 
have been filed down to the proper weight spread.” Hand adjusting of individual gold planchets continued in the Mint until 
circa 1910. Those three pieces are almost certainly fancy pieces made for collectors, while the 1905 and 1906 examples, on 
correct weight planchets, are more likely pieces truly made in error, and substantially more important as such. 

This example is slightly off-center toward 9 o’clock, the tops of UNITED STATES off the planchet. The 
strike is weak at the date, feather tips, RICA, the outer parts of the wreath, and the ribbon bow. The weakness seems 
counter to expectations of the soft gold, but the diameter is at least a full millimeter less than an Indian cent, 
meaning that the metal flowed out and was insufficient to accept the design from the deepest recesses of the 
dies. Both sides have bright yellow surfaces with frosty mint luster. A few faint hairlines on the cheek prevent a Gem 
grade assignment. This stunning gold Indian cent is one of the truly amazing error coins we have ever handled.

The Bowers Guide Book estimates 
a production (not survival) of 100,000 coins for the 1918/7-

nonetheless, it is an issue where the survival rate is less important 
than the condition of the survivors. Given that 13 years passed 
between the production and the first mention in an auction catalog 
(Barney Bluestone, 10/1931), most of the survivors today range 
from Very Good to Very Fine. Coins below Very Good make it 
difficult to distinguish the overdate feature. Most examples are 
struck from eroded dies, although a few sharply struck pieces exist. 
The great preponderance of examples also show a die break at the 
top the Indian’s braid, which in the latest state extends to the 
mouth (as seen here).

The two-year 
mintage figure of 86,416 pieces for the Flowing Hair half dimes 
reported in the Guide Book includes the far-rarer 1794 and the more 
available 1795 issue, some of those latter pieces dating back to an 
old hoard distributed in the 1880s by coin dealer W.E. Woodward. 
There are 10 known die varieties for 1795 and this coin represents 
the relatively available LM-8 variety, with star 1 quite close to the 
bottom curl, and the right edge of the upright of 1 centered over a 
dentil. On the reverse, the berries are arranged three left, four right, 
and there are no inner or outer berries underneath UN(ITED) and 
no berries under the wings. 

The 1795 Flowing Hair half dime has been a popular issue 
with collectors since the earliest days of the hobby and examples 
began appearing at auction as early as the A.C. Kline Sale (Moses 
Thomas & Sons, 6/1855), lot 259. Of course, prices realized were 
modest in those early days, but recent sales have seen remarkable 
increases for this issue.

The present coin is a great representative of the Flowing Hair 
design type.

The 1795 Flowing 
Hair half dime claims a mintage of 78,660 pieces, with 10 die 
varieties known for the date. A total of eight obverse and five 
reverse dies were combined to produce the 10 known varieties. This 
coin represents the LM-9 variety, identified by the low position of L 
in LIBERTY, with IB distant, and the reverse with one inner and no 
outer berries under the eagle’s left (facing) wing. The LM-9 variety 
is scarce in absolute terms, but it is one of the three most “common” 
varieties of this date. The obverse die was used previously to strike 
the LNT8 variety of 1795. This was the only use of the reverse die. 

The 1795 Flowing Hair half dime has been popular 
with collectors since the earliest days of the hobby. The issue 
began appearing at auction as early as the A.C. Kline Sale (M. 
Thomas & Sons, 6/1855), where an example was offered in lot 
259. Philadelphia attorney and coin collector Harold P. Newlin 
published the first work on half dime die varieties in 1883, listing 
the LM-9 variety as his number 3 and noting, “This variety is 
scarce.” The record price realized for a 1795 half dime was recently 
set by the spectacular MS67 PCGS LMHO specimen in the Pogue 
Collection, which brought $176,250. 

The present coin is a delightful Premium Gem with sharply 
detailed design elements and vibrant mint luster throughout. 
Both sides show heavy clash marks and the obverse shows the 
characteristic die crack from the rim through Y and the bust, down 
through the top of 7 and back to the rim. A few light planchet 
adjustment marks show in the area of the eagle’s legs. The welT 
preserved surfaces display attractive shades of lavender, blue, and 
greenish'gold toning and eye appeal is terrific.

On the LM-10 variety, star 1 is joined to a 
tip of curl 2 on the obverse, and star 15 solidly connects with the 
front of the bust. The digit 1 touches curl 1, and the flag of the 5 
connects to the underside of the bust. T and Y are close at the top. 
Stars 1 and 2 in particular, but most of the other left-side stars as 
well, show evidence of die lapping — the dies clashed early on this 
marriage and were subsequently lapped — and are markedly weaker 
than the right-side stars. The single outside berry between UN in 
UNITED is sufficient to attribute the reverse.

Splendid luster and surfaces that are problem-free are the calling 
cards of this Gem Flowing Hair dime, one of the more available die 
marriages from this two-year type (along with 1794) but quite 
a conditional rarity in so fine a grade.

The second obverse 
prepared for 1797 coinage had 16 stars surrounding Liberty, and 
the third and final head die shows the number of stars reduced to 
13, representing the original 13 colonies, rather than the number of 
actual states in the Union.

Along 
with technical aspects of coinage, the Mint in 1792 experimented with visual representations of Liberty. Three distinct styles 
emerge. The Birch cents and the half disme present Liberty with loose and curly hair, while the Eagle-on-Globe quarters depict 
a neatly coifed and braided Liberty. Linally, the Silver Center cents, Lusible Alloy cents, and dismes adorn Liberty’s head with 
straighter, flowing hair. All three approaches find similarities within contemporary art. The Liberty of the Eagle-on-Globe 
quarter compares favorably to that of Samuel Jennings’ 1792 painting “Liberty Displaying the Arts and Sciences,” today reposing 
in the reading room of the Library Company of Philadelphia. Liberty is virginal, slender, and personifies the association between 
learning and liberty. The painting is somewhat evocative of the motto LIBERTY PARENT OL SCIENCE AND INDUSTRY as 
books, scientific instruments, and symbols of artistic endeavor are placed at Liberty’s feet, squarely within her dominion. 

The Birch cents and the half disme reflect the fashion sensibility of the 1790s, a decade shifting in the direction of 
informality. “Hedgehog hair” is especially apparent on the G'AW.PT. Birch cent (Judd-6), while the other Birch cents, and the 
half disme, present Liberty surrounded with free flowing and curled hair. The informality did not reflect any less preparation. 
Diderot’s Encyclopedia, well known among numismatists for its description of coining machinery, even included a plate 
depicting the construction of coiffure. The similarity of Liberty on the half disme and Birch pieces has led many writers to 
assume a common engraver. This is a plausible conjecture, but further evidence eludes researchers. 

The Silver Center and Lusible Alloy cents, with the disme, present Liberty with straighter, flowing hair. The most obvious 
design source is Augustin Dupre’s Libertas Americana medal, conceived and produced under the direction of Benjamin Lranklin 
beginning in 1782. The Libertas medal was distributed throughout Europe and the United States and reproduced in various 
media. By 1792, the image was well known. The Libertas portrait faces west (signifying the New World), with the hair extended 
in the opposite direction. Lranklin included an “Explication” with each medal, which indicated that the streaming hair was 
intended to convey the idea of “Liberty in action.” The Libertas medal exhibits substantial texture in the hair not replicated in 
the American coinage, a reminder that the best engravers still resided in the Old World. Certain design elements of the 1792 
disme carried forward to the 1793 half cent, including the left-facing Liberty with hair flowing to the right, Liberty’s apple cheek, 
and recessed eye.

The 1792 reeded edge copper disme is the most available of the 1792 patterns, but remains rare in an absolute sense. Lewer than 
20 examples are traced, similar to the Getz silver half dollars of the same year. The population profile is similar to that of the 
silver half disme. A disproportionate number of high grade examples survive, yet, at the same, time, a good number of coins 
exhibit signs of circulation.

Briggs 5-E. The 1845 proof Seated 
Liberty quarter is a very rare issue, with no recorded mintage figure 
and an extremely small supply of surviving specimens. After a 
diligent search of auction records, only seven examples are known 
to us, including a piece in the Smithsonian Institution. Walter 
Breen believed there were six coins still available in 1977, a figure 
which Larry Briggs seconded. The certified population, listing 14 
specimens at PCGS and NGC combined, is highly inflated by 
resubmissions. The PCGS estimate of four to six pieces known is 
obviously a trifle low by the current data. 

The present coin is a delightful Choice example with razor-sharp 
definition on all design elements. The fields are brightly reflective 
under iridescent shades of antique-gold, lime-green, and blue-steel 
toning. The date shows the diagnostic doubling of the last three 
numerals, which were recut after being initially placed too far to 
the left. This lot combines absolute rarity, high technical quality, 
and intense historic interest.

3873 1858 PR67 NGC. Briggs 5-E. The original mintage of 1858 proof 
silver coins is open to question. The long-estimated number struck 
is 80 pieces. However, this mintage figure did not originate with 
Mint records, but apparently with one of the Chapman brothers. 
Later estimates of the 1858 silver proofs rose to between 225 and 
300 coins, based largely on David Bowers’ research on the 1858 
proof dollar for Silver Dollars and Trade Dollars of the United States. 
The 300-piece figure was extrapolated to the other 1858 silver 
proof denominations and found its way into the current Guide Book. 
Based on the certified population, it would appear their mintage 
was between about 80 and 200 specimens. In any event, 1858 proof 
quarters are rare in the Gem and finer levels of preservation. 

This Superb Gem proof ranks high in the lineup of proof 1858 
quarters, probably the finest known, and is the single finest NGC- 
certified specimen of its issue (8/15). The obverse has a few minor 
lint marks, similar to most proof quarters of the date. The fields are 
deep mirrors beneath pale champagne toning with intense peripheral 
gold, lilac, and blue near the borders, especially on the obverse. The 
central devices are dominated by champagne-gold. Both sides yield 
modest field-motif contrast when the coin is tilted ever so slightly 
beneath a light. A sharp strike is indicated by full design features 
and a high wire rim with bold dentilation over each side.

An Acceptable Mid-Grade Type Coin 




3920 1796 16 Stars, 0-102, High R.5 — Damaged — ANACS. 
VF20 Details. Amato-218. The 1796 Overton-102 half dollar 
bears 16 obverse stars, unlike the three other varieties of this 
Draped Bust Small Eagle design type that consists of 15 stars. The 
16 star variety apparently commemorated Tennessee’s June 1, 1796 
admission to the Union as the 16th state. While the 16 stars 
die was likely made prior to this date, Mint records indicate that 
all Draped Bust Small Eagle half dollars were delivered in 1797 
(February 28, March 21, and May 26). Breen (1988) theorizes that 
16 star examples were included in the March and May deliveries. 

The 1796 16 Stars example offered in this lot does not exhibit 
the die crack from the milling through the first four stars that 
is visible on some pieces. Indeed, while previous numismatic 
literature contends that most known 16 star examples display this 
crack, our ongoing research on the Draped Bust Small Eagle half 
dollar series indicates that nearly two-thirds of the 65 halves with 
16 stars that we have so far documented lack this crack. 

Grayish-mauve toning dominates both sides, joined by splashes 
of cobalt-blue and faded yellow-gold. The design elements are 
nicely centered on the planchet, and the dentilation on both 
sides is bold. Relatively strong definition is apparent in Liberty’s 
hair, and about one-half of the eagle’s wing feathers show, along 
with nearly all of the tail feathers. The surfaces are quite clean 
for the grade, save for a mark to the right of Liberty’s chin, and 
four moderate-size digs on the upper-right reverse quadrant, one 
of which partially obliterates the stand of the F in OF and the 
adjacent leaf. No adjustment marks are evident. 

Despite the damage, which sounds worse than it really is, this 
piece will fit comfortably in a mid-grade type or date/variety 
collection. It must be remembered that about 35 percent of extant 
1796-1797 half dollars reveal one or more impairments (plugs, 
extensive scratches, graffiti, harsh cleaning, planchet defects, 
re-engraved devices, smoothed surfaces, etc.), most of which are 
much more serious than seen on the present coin.

442. The Draped Bust Small Eagle half dollar, with its minuscule 
production of 3,918 coins and bearing the dates 1796 or 1797, is 
perhaps the most desirable and sought-after type U.S. type coin. In 
fact, a type set of U.S. coinage is incomplete without the inclusion 
of this piece of Americana. Our research to date has accounted for 
only 281 extant specimens, an extremely small number when one 
considers the demand from not only type collectors but from date/ 
variety specialists as well. It is little wonder that the 1796-1797 half 
consistently reveals a higher value than any other type coin (with 
the possible exception of the one-year types 1796 No Stars and 
1808 quarter eagles) in most levels of preservation. 

The Choice Fine example offered here pedigrees to the legendary 
Peter Mougey of Cincinnati, Ohio. Thomas Elder, cataloger of 
the Mougey Collection, wrote: “Mr. Mougey must be regarded as 
one of the wisest, if not, indeed, the most far-sighted American 
numismatists of his day. His coins come from notable sales, including 
Mickley, Winsor, Bushnell, Parmelee, Cleneay, and Maris.” 

This coin exhibits the reverse cracks in the upper-left quadrant 
that identify the later die state of the 1797 Overton-101 variety. 
Light gray hues are seen on Liberty and the eagle, which are 
highlighted against the darker gray-violet fields. The design 
elements display sharp definition for the designated grade, 
especially on the obverse where considerable detail is apparent on 
Liberty’s hair, facial features, and drapery. In fact, these attributes 
indicate a Very Fine grade. Even the reverse may claim Very Fine 
classification, as the devices are quite strong. It is our opinion that 
PCGS downgraded the coin because of an old, unobtrusive, toned- 
over horizontal obverse pinscratch. Moreover, close inspection 
reveals no significant abrasions or Mint-made adjustment 
marks. This specimen retains considerable overall eye appeal, 
appropriately recognized by CAC, and will fit comfortably into any 
mid- to high-grade type or date/variety collection.

The eye appeal is exceptional 
for this low-mintage half dollar, an issue that too often comes dull 
and lacking pizzazz. An abundance of coppery-gold mint luster 
remains beneath the lilac-gray toning throughout both sides. The 
overdate is clearly evident under low magnification, where the 
faint curl of the underdigit 2 nearly closes the gap between the flag 
of the primary 5 and its curved right side. 

The fact that few coins of any denomination were struck in 
1815 adds to the desirability of the issue. Just 47,150 half dollars 
were produced during the year, and the overdate simply adds to the 
considerable appeal.

As a result, we seldom have the opportunity to offer an MS65 Large Eagle dollar with the Mint-fresh appeal and pinpoint-sharp 
strike possessed this amazing B-12b, BB-160 “No Berries” example. At the same time, we can safely say we have never offered a Gem 
early dollar with the combination of terminal die state plus evidence of special handling that separates it from other Gem Large Eagle 
examples, regardless of date or variety. Not only is this splendid coin struck from the latest state of the obverse die known, it is double struck 
over a previous impression of the same variety, with the evidence of the initial striking clearly discernible on both sides of the coin. 

Operators of the screw press must have had a problem with the original strike, and rescued the misstruck planchet to feed it once again 
into the coin press. The coiners appear to have taken special care with the second strike, because the impression is remarkably full, despite 
the terminal state of the obverse die, with die cracks so advanced that all of the diagnostics of Bowers Die State IV are present, with multiple 
additional cracks as well. 

Remnants of the understrike are clearly visible on both sides, with both the obverse and reverse showing the initial impression rotated 
approximately 120°. A clear image of the olive leaves and the berry less branch as well as the wing feathers and shield junction remains 
beneath the clouds and among the field stars of the second strike. The reverse denticles are boldly doubled, making for extra-wide 
borders. The denticles are also doubled on the obverse, with equally wide rims as a result. The left obverse stars from the first strike remain 
visible above BERT of LIBERTY, where the points appear in the dentils, and a clear ghost-image of the 1799 date remains behind stars 
4 through 7. Confusing the picture is die clashing at the point of the bust, a further indication of the dire condition of the obverse die. 

Extensive die breaks result in bulges visible at stars 10 through 13 and elsewhere along the obverse periphery. Despite all of these factors, the 
second strike is remarkably bold - all but obliterating the initial impression, and rendering exceptional detail on all the motifs for the second 
strike. Liberty’s hair strands are sharply delineated, as are the drapery folds and star centers. The eagle is fully struck including the breast 
feathers and talons. 

The present coin has not been seen at public auction since May 1976, where it appeared in the Pine Tree Auction Galleries, Inc. as lot 314 
of the John Carter Brown Library Collection. There, it was described as the finest known of the variety: 

“Splendid, frosty, brilliant, glittering gem Unc., unusually sharp strike; delicate iridescent tone in the cooler range of the spectrum; 
broad planchet; rev. well centered, obv. less so. Double struck, the two impressions (first less accurately centered) about 120° apart, so 
that the berry less branch can be seen within ref. stars, left wingtip at tail tip, upper parts of STATES OF at left border, full date within 
4th to 7th stars...” 

“A most remarkable and unusual example, quite aside from the condition, which is surely outstanding for the variety and may be 
unsurpassed for any silver dollar of this date. ONE FOR PERFECTIONIST TYPE COLLECTORS — or for fanciers of ultra blue chip 
mint errors... Finest known! Ex Bolender, A.J. Ostheimer.” 

While the exceptional Eric P. Newman Collection 1799 dollar is the finest of the date known (B-5, BB-157 variety, which realized 
$822,500 in our 11/2013 sale), the current coin is not far behind it in terms of technical quality or eye appeal. Translucent golden 
toning covers both sides with faint amber-gold accents speckled about the boldly lustrous surfaces and on Liberty’s rounded cheek. 

Unique in its double-struck, terminal die state condition and tied for finest of its variety — available at public auction for the first time in nearly 
40 years — we expect vigorous competition when this outstanding early dollar crosses the block.

The present coin is a perfect demonstration of why some 
numismatists prefer the term “die stage” to “die state.” After 
all—and this truism persists to this day of modern high-speed 
coinage— each blow of a die produces at least some change in that 
die, no matter how small or imperceptible. At certain points, when 
enough changes are visible, coins struck from that die are said to 
be from a given die state—a discrete and frozen moment in time, 
a defined increment of a given size. But in between those defined 
increments are all the intermediate die stages, truly a continuum 
rather than a series of discrete steps. 

Here is the Bowers-Borckardt Silver Dollar Encyclopedia 
description of Die State III (italics added for emphasis): 

“Die State III: Cracks enlarge, and now crack from border 
goes through wing, star, eagle’s head, and now continues 
upward behind head. Crack from D to ribbon now 
continues downward along edge of eagle’s wing to shield 
(and is remarkably similar to a crack on 1799/8 BB-143). 
New crack goes from arrow feathers upward through 
UNITE to border. This die state, or a slightly less advanced 
version of it, is the state most often seen for BB-161.” 

In the case of the present coin, while the cited crack extends 
to the eagle’s head, it does not yet extend upward behind the head, 
and yet the rest of the coin fulfills all of the “state” definition given 
by Bowers and Borckardt. Both sides of this strictly Mint State 
piece demonstrate lustrous, fairly prooflike surfaces, with light 
tinges of gold in the fields, deepening to sunset-orange near the 
rims, and with steel-blue on the obverse highpoints.

It is generally thought that 
all the Original pieces — struck to the extent of 1,300 coins — were 
produced as business strikes, and the few dozen or so Restrikes (made 
on more than one occasion, apparently) were intended as proof 
strikes.

Current wisdom holds 
that the Restrikes were made for the first time circa 1859-60 and a 
second time circa 1867. (The first Restrike period would have been 
under the administration of Mint Director James Ross Snowden, 
the second under that of Henry R. Linderman — it was not a help 
that both men were numismatists as well as coin-makers.) 

This lightly circulated 1851 Seated dollar divulges its wear 
as slight color change on the high points of the central devices 
on each side, but there are no mentionable marks other than a 
small patch of short scrapes below the olive branch on the reverse.

During the few previous years of production, the 
young mint was concentrating on gold coins, and also producing 
limited quantities of fractional silver to answer the need for change 
in the gold region. The next meaningful production of silver dollars 
in San Francisco would have to wait until 1872, when another 
9,000 pieces were coined. Of course, a small number of 1870-S 
dollars were minted with about a dozen known, and a few hundred 
1873-S Seated dollars were also coined, but remain unknown today.

The financial downturn 
that began in the United States in 1873 was, by 1877, exacerbated 
by a great strike nationwide among railroad workers and an 
ensuing collapse of the lumber market. Unemployment had been 
widespread for years, and the economic gloom deepened. Many of 
the people who might otherwise have been able to afford to squirrel 
away a nice current-year three dollar gold piece appear not to have 
done so. David Bowers, in his reference to the series, estimates that 
no more than 60 to 100 circulated coins are known.

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4182 1875 PR64 Cameo NGC. The 1875 half eagle is one of the classic gold rarities of the 19th century. The Philadelphia Mint 
struck only a token quantity of 200 circulation strikes that year, along with a paltry 20 proofs. Of the regular issue, fewer than 
10 coins are believed to survive, and of the proof issue, only a dozen specimens are known to us, including two pieces in the 
Smithsonian Institution and a third in the ANS; neither museum collection contains an example of the circulation issue. 

An extensive study of auction records and known private sales produces pedigrees for what we believe to be just nine different proofs 
still in private collections, including the present coin. We have been unable to record specific provenance for this coin prior to its 
current appearance, although it likely traces its origin to one or more of the auctions listed below under Additional Appearances. Since 
1993, our auction archives show previous offerings of only three of these proofs, while the more actively traded circulation issue has 
appeared in our auctions six times during the same period. Although the circulation issue is more highly heralded, its proof counterpart is 
equally as rare on the market, and as can be seen by the current coin, usually possesses significantly higher aesthetic merit. 

This proof is characterized by deep, gleaming mirrors and softly frosted motifs. A lack of complete definition on the arrow fletchings 
and the eagle’s neck is characteristic of the proof issue, although this coin is otherwise razor-sharp. Rich honey-gold surfaces have a few 
trivial hairlines, as allowed by the grade, but lack any significant marks. Eye appeal is exceptional. This Choice proof Cameo will be a 
hallmark addition to a high-end Liberty half eagle collection.

The Cameo and Star designation 
on this coin are unquestioned, as the eye appeal is excellent and the 
field-device contrast verges on an Ultra Cameo designation. The 
grade might be as high as PR66 were the strike fuller on Liberty’s 
forelock trailing down her neck, as well as the curls at her brow, 
with other small detractors in the form of scattered tiny — minor 
— toning flecks, and a small planchet indent near star 1. Elsewhere, 
rich auburn-gold surfaces show a slight orange-peel effect and 
overall top-notch appeal and collectibility. Die lapping has created 
the effect of Liberty with an open mouth, a small void showing 
between her lips. The reverse is nicer overall, despite showing a 
touch of strike softness on the fletchings.

4184 1905 PR66 Cameo PCGS. The proof 1905 half eagle had a 
fairly low mintage for the period (108 coins), many of which have 
not survived. The PCGS population report estimates 75 to 100 
examples are extant in all grades, but this number seems generous 
in light the fact that only 79 pieces have been encapsulated by the 
two leading services in all grades (8/15), including an unknown 
number of resubmissions. Most of the certified population is lacking 
in noticeable field-motif contrast, and Cameo examples represent 
only about 34 percent of the certified population. Overall, our 
archives show previous sales of only 17 coins in the past 20 years, the 
majority of which grade just PR64 or lower, with several impaired. 
That figure also includes reappearances of previously offered coins, 
so the auction rate of individual specimens is even lower. The 
Smithsonian Institution contains two pieces, neither of which grade 
finer than PR64, per Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth. Another example 
is out of collectors’ hands in the American Numismatic Society. 

This Premium Gem Cameo is among the finer-known examples 
of this 20th century proof. Both sides display deep honey-gold 
color and fully mirrored fields. The strike is sharp, and the satiny 
devices provide just enough contrast to warrant the appropriate 
designation from PCGS. No marks or bothersome hairlines 
are present, delivering incredible eye appeal. An important 
opportunity to acquire a high-end example of this elusive 20th 
century proof.

This piece is sharply struck and beautifully toned in 
deep orange-gold and lilac hues. A few light abrasions in the fields 
and on the Indian’s cheek limit the grade, but none are singularly 
bothersome.

Finer coins exist in MS64 and a few in Gem or 
better condition, but these are rare. The budget-conscious collector 
will appreciate the quality which this Select example offers. The 
lower headdress feathers are a trifle soft, but the overall sharpness 
is excellent. Frosty green-gold surfaces reveal remarkably few 
noticeable abrasions.

This Select example shows relatively smooth 
surfaces with satiny bronze-gold luster. Slight weakness occurs on 
the lower headdress feathers, but the overall sharpness of the motifs 
is satisfactory.

AU. Bass-Dannreuther Die State a/a. Eagles were produced for the 
first time in 1795 and the BD-1 variety (star 11 near Y, leaf almost 
touches U) was probably the first die marriage struck. This lightly 
circulated specimen is from an early state of the dies and the design 
elements are strongly impressed, with just a trace of wear on the 
high points. The antique-gold surfaces are lightly abraded and the 
overall presentation is quite pleasing. The small hole at star 10 is 
the only problem noted. 
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1799 Capped Bust Right Eagle, AU58 
Very Rare BD-4 Variety 



4189 1799 Small Obverse Stars, BD-4, R.7, AU58 NGC. Bass- 
Dannreuther Die State b/e. The 1799 Capped Bust Right eagle 
claims a mintage of 37,449 pieces, with 10 die varieties known 
for the date. This coin represents the very rare BD-4 variety, with 
star 9 touching Y in LIBERTY and star 13 away from the bust. On 
the reverse, a star point is inside the eagle’s beak and O in OF is 
centered over the right part of a cloud. The surviving population 
of this issue numbers no more than 8-12 examples in all grades and 
the BD-4 probably accounted for 500-1,000 pieces of the reported 
mintage for the year. This was the first of three uses for the obverse 
die, which was later used to strike the BD-5 and BD-6 varieties of 
the date. The reverse die failed during this usage, after previously 
being used to strike the first three varieties of 1799. 

The present coin is an impressive near-Mint example, with 
sharply detailed central devices and just a touch of softness on 
some of the stars. The bright greenish-gold surfaces show few signs 
of contact, with a small dig in the left obverse field the most useful 
pedigree marker. Prooflike reflectivity is evident in sheltered areas. 
We expect intense competition from series specialists when this lot 
is called.

Appealing AU Sharpness Coin

below star 1. The crazily canted, high 7 and high last 9 nearly 
touching the bust underside aid in attributing the obverse, as do 
the star 12 away from the beak and star 13 away from the ribbon 
on the reverse. Although the caveat “Reverse Damage” may put 
some collectors off, this is still a coin with lots of vivacious appeal 
on orange-gold surfaces with light to moderate wear. The reverse 
is stippled in extensive but minor ticks marks from an unknown 
source, duly noted but not terribly distracting.

This late die state shows a crack from 
star 1 through star 8, one from the rim through the E in LIBERTY 
to the forecurl, another through IBERTY and the right stars, and a 
short crumbling crack between star 12 and the rim. Variety BD-7 is 
attributed by an irregular date with 17 slanted dramatically to the 
right, the eagle’s beak away from the star, and star 13 on the reverse 
away from the ribbon. Varieties BD-7 and BD-8 share a common 
obverse die (Obverse 5). Curiously, the die was initially employed 
to strike BD-7 coins with Reverse C, then paired with Reverse D to 
manufactured BD-8 eagles, and subsequently re-paired with Reverse 
C to produce additional BD-7 representatives. This particular late 
die state example was struck after the BD-8 coins. 

The Early US. Gold Coin Varieties reference estimates that 
10,000 to 15,000 BD-7 ten dollar gold coins were included in the 
37,449-coin mintage of 1799. John Dannreuther adds that this 
die marriage “is the most available eagle up to this point and also 
one of the most available varieties of all early eagles. Only BD-10 
of this year and BD-2 of 1801 are seen more often.” Still, there 
are only about 250 to 300 examples extant in all grades, with this 
Select representative undoubtedly among the finest survivors. 

Frosty luster shimmers over warm green and honey-gold surfaces. 
The stars are fully brought up, and Liberty’s portrait is equally well- 
defined with a bit of softness over the ear. The wing feathers and 
shield lines are sharply detailed, while the clouds exhibit moderate 
strike incompleteness. Light ticks are scattered over each side, but 
the overall preservation of this phenomenal 18th century gold 
eagle is nothing short of impressive.

The die 
lines on the cap were caused by damage to the obverse die, similar 
to the 1804 “Spiked Chin” half cent. The present piece was struck 
before that damage occurred. Certified in a first generation holder, 
this Heraldic Eagle ten shows light wear on the curls, cap, and bust 
truncation, but nonetheless appears sharper than the designated 
grade. Luster fills protected areas, the strike is crisp, and relevant 
abrasions are confined to a few light ham thin marks on the upper 
right obverse field.

The 1801 BD-2 is the most plentiful of early eagles produced from 
1797 to 1804. Star 8 has two points oriented toward Liberty’s cap, 
and the eagle’s beak nearly touches star 13 at its top. The two lowest 
left stars on the obverse are softly struck on this piece. This example 
shows still-lustrous canary-gold centers that deepen to amber-gold 
near the peripheries. A bit of highpoint rub is visible as a color 
change on the cheek and elevated strands of the hair, and a bit of 
light field chatter is consistent with the grade. A small dig is noted 
through the I in LIBERTY. An excellent choice for a type coin.

The Liberty Head eagles by 
Christian Gobrecbt debuted in 1838 with the new design carried 
over to some 1839-dated pieces. The 1839-dated pieces showing 
the 1838-style head are also called Large Letters, while the later 
pieces are called Type of 1840 or Small Letters. In point of fact, 
though, the size difference in the letters is minuscule; the Type 
of 1840 is actually an entirely different type that shows many 
variations from the Type of 1838. Chief among them are the mostly 
covered ear on the Type of 1838 — it is uncovered on the Type 
of 1840 — and a much sharper rear bust truncation that is over 
star 13 on the Type of 1838. As expected, this piece shows just a 
touch of high-point rub on Liberty’s cheek and the reverse devices. 
Generous mint luster remains over rich reddish-gold surfaces with 
lots of eye appeal. A few scattered ticks are consistent with a short 
spell in circulation.

The 
combined PCGS and NGC certified population of 65 coins is 
likely inflated by resubmissions. Field-device contrast is usually 
lacking on this issue, and Cameo examples are notably rare in 
all grades.

Especially Elusive in High Grade 



4209 1920-S MS62 NGC. The 1920-S Indian eagle is one of the 
rarest issues in the series in absolute terms and high grade 
examples are particularly elusive. The recorded mintage was a 
reasonable 126,500 pieces but the survival rate was quite low, 
especially in grades above the MS62 level. No ten dollar gold 
coins had been struck in the previous three years, so there 
may have been some pent-up demand for eagles by 1920. As 
a result, a significant number of coins must have been released 
into circulation at the time of issue and the 1920-S is seen more 
often in circulated grades than Mint State today. Like many 
gold issues of the 1920s, the great majority of the coins were 
melted after the Gold Recall of 1933 and few have been found 
in foreign holdings over the years. 

The elusive nature of the 1920-S was recognized at an early 
date and catalogers in the late 1940s mentioned its rarity 
whenever an example was offered. In lot 717 of the Charles 
W. Green Collection catalog, in the section on San Francisco 
eagles, B. Max Mehl described a coin that must have been 
similar to the piece offered here: 

“1920 Originally purchased as uncirculated, and I believe 
that the coin has never been in circulation, but it has 
minute nicks on the obverse which are, undoubtedly, due 
to having been handled with other coins. These very 
slight defects are mentioned for the sake of accuracy, but 
hardly affect the appearance of the coin as they are hardly 
noticeable. The second rarest $10.00 gold piece of this 
Mint. Record $250.00 and certainly worth it. I bespeak 
for this coin a very bright future. Some day it will be rated 
among our real rarities.” 

The lot realized a new record of $265, validating Mehl’s 
expectations for the coin. Currently, the record price realized for 
the 1920-S is a staggering $1.75 million brought by the magnificent 
MS67 PCGS specimen from the Duckor Collection (Heritage, 
3/2007), lot 2134. 

This attractive MS62 example exhibits a better-than-average 
strike, but some softness shows on Liberty’s hair, TY in LIBERTY, 
and the eagle’s wing, areas that are always softly impressed on 
this issue. Some slight die bulging shows at the date. The bright 
yellow-gold surfaces radiate vibrant mint luster, with a minimum 
number of minor contact marks for the grade. Eye appeal is far 
above average for this rare issue.

Among the objections 
was the choice of a sculptor to design the new coinage rather than 
a medalist. Saint-Gaudens was at the pinnacle of his profession, yet 
some people argued he had neither the training nor experience 
to adequately take on the task of redesigning America’s ten 
and twenty dollar gold coins. Looking back, such an argument 
seems utterly absurd in light of the acclaim given to the artist’s 
1905 inaugural medal for Theodore Roosevelt. Even the striking 
difficulties posed by the High Relief design were insufficient to 
sustain long-term objections. Today the criticisms have dissipated, 
and the highly coveted coins have taken on a legendary status.

CAC. The Panama-Pacific International Exposition was held 
in San Francisco in 1915 to commemorate the opening of the 
Panama Canal and the 400th anniversary of the discovery of the 
Pacific Ocean. The fair was held on 635 acres of Golden Gate 
Park and an estimated 19 million people attended during its run 
from February 20 to December 4, 1915. Prominent coin dealer 
Farran Zerbe conceived of an unprecedented program of five 
commemorative coins to be sold at the exposition, a silver half 
dollar, a gold dollar, a gold quarter eagle, and two fifty dollar gold 
pieces, one round and one octagonal. 

Both the octagonal and round fifty dollar gold pieces were 
designed by New York artist Robert Aitken. Both coins featured 
the same basic design, with the goddess Minerva in a circle on the 
obverse with the date in Roman numerals and the motto IN GOD 
WE TRUST. Around the circle, the legend UNITED STATES 
OF AMERICA above, and FIFTY DOFFARS below. The reverse 
featured an owl standing on a branch of western pine, in a circle 
with the motto E PFURIBUS UNUM. Outside the circle were 
the legends PANAMA-PACIFIC EXPOSITION above and SAN 
FRANCISCO below. The octagonal shape of the fifty dollar piece 
was meant to remind viewers of the old fifty dollar slugs issued in the 
glory days of the Gold Rush era. Congress approved the striking of 
3,000 fifty dollar pieces, evenly split between round and octagonal 
formats. Zerbe offered the fifty dollar pieces at $100 each. 

Unfortunately, the high price of the coins limited sales 
considerably and only 645 examples of the octagonal design were 
sold. The remainder of the mintage was later melted. This low 
distribution total makes the 1915-S Panama Pacific octagonal fifty 
dollar gold piece an elusive issue today, even though most of the 
coins issued are still extant. 

The present coin is an attractive MS62 specimen, with bright 
lemon-yellow surfaces that show the minimum number of minor 
contact marks for the grade. The design elements are well-detailed, 
with just a touch of the usual softness on the central reverse. The 
fields exhibit the slight orange-peel texture often seen on gold 
proofs of the 19th century.

From the 30,000-foot view, the 1852 Assay Office fifties are the 
fourth generation out of five broad types of fifty dollar octagonals. 
Numerous earlier assayers-coiners in California in 1849 and 
1850 produced coins of one, two and a half, five, and ten dollar 
denominations and ingots of varying sizes. By spring 1850, however, 
the chaos of those first entities began to resolve into a semiofficial 
character. A state assayer, F.D. Kohler, was appointed in April 1850 
by California Governor Peter H. Burnett; Kohler operated in that 
capacity from offices in San Francisco and Sacramento. 

Yet of all the early coiners and ingot-makers, most issued 
products that were underweight, discredited, melted into oblivion, 
or thought substandard in one way or another — save for one 
firm, Moffat & Co. The first Moffat coins were five and ten dollar 
pieces and ingots made in 1849. By 1850, the first wave of coiners 
was gone, save for the well-thought-of Moffat & Co. In the fall of 
1850, California joined the Union, and Augustus Humbert was 
named United States Assayer, contracting with Moffat & Co. to 
“assay and fix the value of gold on ingots and coins marked with the 
stamp of the United States.” 

The first generation of Humbert fifty dollar octagonal coins 
were the cumbersome Lettered Edge pieces (Kagin-1 to K-4), struck 
only in 1851 in 880 and 887 finenesses. The second generation of 
Reeded Edge pieces, the Humbert fifties struck in later 1851 and 
1852, were a vast improvement in terms of work economy over the 
labor-intensive Lettered Edge coins. The third generation was the 
Humbert Reeded Edge fifties dated 1852 and struck in 887 fineness 
(K-ll). After George L. Moffat retired in 1852 and the firm was 
reorganized as the U.S. Assay Office of Gold under the remaining 
partners, the final two generations were struck, the 1852 Assay 
Office 887 fineness K-13 fifties (such as this example) and the 
federal-standard 900 fineness Assay Office coins. 

This appealing caramel-gold Assay fifty bears the scattered ticks 
and light contact marks that indicate light and brief circulation — 
the weakness on the peripheral motto is a function of the strike, 
not wear — but there are no heavy abrasions, and the corners are 
free of the notable rim bumps that sometimes afflict these coins.

Beginning on September 28, 1848, returning Mexican War 
veterans began showing up at Salt Lake City with gold they had 
mined on the American River in California on their journey home. 
The gold dust was most welcome in the Mormon community, as 
virtually no hard currency was available in the region at that time. 
However, problems with inaccurate weighing and loss made gold 
dust less than ideal as a medium of exchange. A mint was soon 
established in Salt Lake City, under the authority of the Mormon 
Church. Dies were forged by blacksmith John Mobourn Kay and 
the first gold deposit was made on December 10, 1848. By 1849, 
the Mormon coinage program was in full swing, with coins issued 
in two and a half, five, ten, and twenty dollar denominations. The 
coins were readily accepted in the Mormon community, but outside 
assays found them underweight and of improper fineness, so they 
were only accepted at a steep discount outside the Salt Lake Valley. 
All the Mormon issues are scarce-to-rare today. 

The present coin is a pleasing Choice VF example of the five 
dollar K-2 issue, with all lettering and the date bold and all major 
design elements complete in outline. The Mormon fives are always 
seen softly struck on parts of the eye and clasped hands, and even 
lightly worn specimens show little interior detail on these features.

John T. Waterhouse 
opened an import (mostly dry goods) business in Honolulu , Hawaii 
in 1851.

These large white metal pieces feature the likeness 
of King Kamehameha III, but the inscription reads Kamehameha 
IV. It seems likely that the token was designed during the reign of 
the first monarch, but only issued after his nephew assumed the 
throne in 1855. Changing the inscription was a simple matter, but 
changing the bust would have been problematic. 

The Waterhouse tokens are scarce issues in today’s market, 
rarely found in grades above the XF level. The soft white metal 
alloy caused prominent features, like the king’s nose, to blunt 
easily, and almost all examples seen show some softness in this 
area. This attractive near-Mint example is sharply detailed in all 
areas except the nose, and the lightly abraded surfaces retain traces 
of original mint luster.

Very Rare Fifty Dollar Pattern 
Judd'1549, Copper Gilt 
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4304 1877 Fifty Dollar, Judd-1549 Gilt, Pollock-1722, Low R.7, PR63 NGC. In their 1913 pattern reference, Edgar Adams and 
William Woodin wrote: 

“1877. In this year was struck at the mint two of the rarest and most interesting pattern coins of the whole series. They were of 
a denomination higher than any coin of regular issue, being of fifty dollars value, and are regarded by all collectors as the most 
desirable coins ever issued at the United States Mint.” 

The fifty dollar patterns, named half unions, were struck in both Large and Small Head varieties, both types using a 
common reverse. One specimen of each design was struck in gold (Judd-1546 and Judd-1548) and a small number of 
copper examples of each design were also produced (Judd-1547 and Judd-1549). Some of the copper coins, including 
the present Small Head Judd-1549 specimen, were gilt, but it is not clear if this was done at the Mint or later. 

The idea for the $100 union and $50 half union gold coinage originated during the California Gold Rush in the 1850s. By the time 
the San Francisco Mint opened in 1854, most of the familiar Assay Office fifty dollar slugs (struck with semi-official status in 1851 and 
1852) had either been exported to pay off large transactions or turned in to be melted for smaller denomination coins that were more 
convenient for everyday purchases. Since paper money was nonexistent in the California economy during the Gold Rush era, the need 
for larger denomination gold coins was keenly felt by merchants and bankers who conducted large transactions in the course of their 
business. These businessmen petitioned Senator William Gwin and Secretary of the Treasury James Guthrie to authorize the striking 
of fifty dollar gold coins of the same shape and fineness as the United States double eagle. Gwin introduced a bill to provide for the 
minting of large denomination gold coinage as follows: 


“That there shall be coined and issued by the United States, or by such of the branch mints as the Secretary of the Treasury shall 
direct, a gold coin of the weight of 2,580 grains, of the value of one hundred dollars, and another of the weight of 1,290 grains, 
of the value of fifty dollars, each of which coins shall be of the standard fineness now prescribed by law for the gold coins of the 
United States.” 

Gwin’s bill passed in the Senate on June 16, 1854, but it failed in the House. The private San Francisco firm of Wass, Molitor & Co. 
struck large numbers of fifty dollar gold pieces in 1855 to serve the purpose the half unions were intended for and the large gold coins 
were never officially issued by the United States. 

Many years later, in 1877, the half union patterns were struck at the Philadelphia Mint during the directorship of Henry Richard 
Linderman. Linderman was a clerk at the Mint in 1855, and may have remembered the half union proposal from his early days 
in government service. He had many patterns struck for unofficial reasons during his later terms as Mint Director and formed a 
spectacular collection of his own, mostly of pattern and restrike issues. The half unions were apparently a “pet project” of Linderman’s, 
according to the editor of the 10th edition of the Judd reference, as there was no pressing need for the large gold coins in 1877. 

Impressions from the dies for the half union were reportedly sent to Linderman on August 30, 1877, so the patterns must have been 
struck in late August. The two gold half unions weigh 1289.1 and 1287.3 grains respectively, in line with the specifications outlined 
in Gwin’s 1854 bill. Mint correspondence of the time indicates that Mint personnel feared such large gold coins would be especially 
vulnerable to rim filing and being hollowed out and filled by base metal, such as lead. The project was soon abandoned as impractical, 
and the copper patterns were clandestinely marketed to favored collectors. Chief Coiner A. Louden Snowden acquired the two gold half 
unions, which were supposed to be melted, by paying the Mint Director the bullion value and a charge for pattern pieces. He later sold 
these coins to William Woodin, future Secretary of the Treasury, with coin dealer John W. Haseltine acting as intermediary. A scandal 
ensued when the transaction was made public and a complicated series of legal maneuvers and under-the-table deals resulted in Woodin 
returning the half unions in exchange for a treasure trove of other patterns, presumably also acquired by Snowden during his tenure as 
Chief Coiner, and later Superintendent, at the Philadelphia Mint. The gold half unions are safely ensconced in the National Numismatic 
Collection at the Smithsonian Institution today. USPatterns.com suggests fewer than a dozen examples of Judd-1549 survive today, 
with one specimen in the Smithsonian and another in the Connecticut State Library. About half the known specimens are gilt. 

The early history of the present coin is unknown, but it appeared in lot 2587 of the Royal Sale (B. Max Mehl, 3/1948), where it was 
part of the consignment of Dr. Christian Allenburger, of Columbus, Nebraska: 

“1877 Fifty-Dollars. Beautiful head of Liberty with diadem inscribed LIBERTY. Thirteen stars, date below. Reverse, large eagle 
similar to the type on our Double Eagles; motto above. Legend, UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. FIFTY DOLLARS. Milled 
edge. Struck in copper and gilted. AW-1501. Only about fifteen specimens minted in all. Of highest historical interest and, of 
course, excessively rare. I doubt if more than two specimens have been offered at auction in the past more than thirty years. A 
beautiful and thrilling coin to own. Am informed that a specimen sold for over $1,000.00 in the past two or three years, but its 
auction record is not that high. The last specimen I offered was in the great Olsen Collection of Pattern coins where a similar 
specimen brought $525.00” 

The coin was purchased for the fabulous collection of King Farouk of Egypt. When his government was overthrown 
in a military coup in the early 1950s, his collections were sold in a series of auctions that were a sensation at the time and still 
resonate today. Lot 2019 of the Palace Collections of Egypt (Sotheby’s, 2/1954) contained both this coin and an example of Judd- 
1547, the Large Head half union in copper. The lot sold to U.S. collector Robert Schermerhorn, one of the few Americans to 
attend the sale in Cairo. This piece was later offered in lot 1352 of the 1979 ANA Auction by one of our predecessor 
companies, New England Rare Coin Auctions, passing through a few unknown intermediaries to our present consignor. 

At two inches in diameter and 1/8 of an inch thick, the size of this marvelous coin is truly majestic. The star and letter punches 
are from the set used on double eagles, and they are dwarfed by the extensive fields of the half union, appearing quite tiny around the 
peripheries. The design elements exhibit razor-sharp definition throughout, and the well-preserved surfaces are smooth and evenly 
colored. Like most gilt coins, the luster is a little flat and matte-like, rather than vibrant. The gold plating has worn thin in a few spots 
on the rim, and there is a small smudge in the left obverse field. Two tiny lintmarks, one touching Liberty’s curls about level with star 
3, and another touching the curl slightly above star 1, act as pedigree markers. Eye appeal is tremendous. Beautifully preserved and 
rarely offered, this lot represents an important opportunity for the advanced pattern specialist. Census: 2 in 63, 2 finer (8/15).

In 
seven years of research I have only seen five ingots from 
this particular series. Of the five, three are from Lot #7, 
and this makes only the second ingot from Lot #8 in 
this series.”

The top side 
has the oval hallmark / 941 (slightly overlapping the bottom of the 
hallmark) / 999.5 / FINE. No imprints are on the sides, but the back 
has 5.52 / OZs. A gas bubble or some other imperfection in the pour 
is seen as a semicircular depression above the fineness on the top 
side. We were fortunate to have collector Ken Conaway comment 
on this ingot also: 

“The hallmark on this ingot is among the finest I have 
seen. The irregularity of the cast surfaces on these 
ingots frequently results in much less than full contact. 
Presumably, in an effort to use the surface area to best 
result, the hallmark die was rotated one way or another. 
Not only is this hallmark strike noteworthy, the 
positioning is perfect.”

A pin for attachment to clothing 
is affixed to the back. A 75-mm x 
140-mm pressboard box with blue 
satin interior, emerald leather top, 
and working latch mechanism 
is included. The mayor who was 
responsible for planning the 250th 
anniversary celebration, Thomas A. 
Doyle, passed away on June 9, 1886, 
only days before the festivities. It is 
likely that this special gold medal 
was being crafted for him before he 
died. Therefore, we assume that the 
incumbent mayor at the time of the 
celebration, Gilbert F. Robbins, was 
the original owner of this fascinating 
relic.

48 hours before the start of the first session (exclusive of holidays or weekends) to allow adequate 
time to contact references. Credit will be granted at the discretion of Auctioneer. Additionally 
Bidders who have not previously established credit or who wish to bid in excess of their established 
credit history may be required to provide their social security number or the last four digits thereof 
so a credit check may be performed prior to Auctioneers acceptance of a bid. Check writing 
privileges and immediate delivery of merchandise may also be determined by pre-approval of credit 
based on a combination of criteria: HA.com history, related industry references, bank verification, 
a credit bureau report and/or a personal guarantee for a corporate or partnership entity in advance 
of the auction venue. 

Bidding Options: 

8. Bids in Signature* Auctions or Grand Format Auctions may be placed as set forth in the printed 
catalog section entitled “Choose your bidding method.” For auctions held solely on the Internet, 
see the alternatives on HA.com. Review at http://www.ha.eom/c/ref/web-tips.zx#biddingTutorial. 

9. Presentment of Bids: Non-Internet bids (including but not limited to podium, fax, phone and mail 
bids) are treated similar to floor bids in that they must be on-increment or at a half increment (called 
a cut bid). Any podium, fax, phone, or mail bids that do not conform to a full or half increment 
will be rounded up or down to the nearest full or half increment and this revised amount will be 
considered your high bid. 

10. Auctioneers Execution of Certain Bids. Auctioneer cannot be responsible for your errors in 
bidding, so carefully check that every bid is entered correctly. When identical mail or FAX bids are 
submitted, preference is given to the first received. To ensure the greatest accuracy, your written 
bids should be entered on the standard printed bid sheet and be received at Auctioneers place 
of business at least two business days before the Auction start. Auctioneer is not responsible for 
executing mail bids or FAX bids received on or after the day the first lot is sold, nor Internet bids 
submitted after the published closing time; nor is Auctioneer responsible for proper execution of 
bids submitted by telephone, mail, FAX, e-mail, Internet, or in person once the Auction begins. Bids 
placed electronically via the internet may not be withdrawn until your written request is received 
and acknowledged by Auctioneer (FAX: 214-409-1425); such requests must state the reason, and 
may constitute grounds for withdrawal of bidding privileges. Lots won by mail Bidders will not be 
delivered at the Auction unless prearranged. 

11. Caveat as to Bid Increments. Bid increments (over the current bid level) determine the lowest 
amount you may bid on a particular lot. Bids greater than one increment over the current bid can be 
any whole dollar amount. It is possible under several circumstances for winning bids to be between 
increments, sometimes only $1 above the previous increment. Please see: “How can I lose by less 
than an increment?” on our website. Bids will be accepted in whole dollar amounts only. No “buy” 
or “unlimited” bids will be accepted.

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half 
of the increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot. After offering a Cut Bid, bidders may continue 
to participate only at full increments. Off-increment bids may be accepted by the Auctioneer at 
Signature® Auctions and Grand Format Auctions. If the Auctioneer solicits bids other than the 
expected increment, these bids will not be considered Cut Bids. 

Conducting the Auction: 

13. Notice of the consignors liberty to place bids on his lots in the Auction is hereby made in 
accordance with Article 2 of the Texas Business and Commercial Code. A “Minimum Bid” is 
an amount below which the lot will not sell. THE CONSIGNOR OF PROPERTY MAY PLACE 
WRITTEN ’’Minimum Bids” ON HIS LOTS IN ADVANCE OF THE AUCTION; ON SUCH LOTS, IF 


THE HAMMER PRICE DOES NOT MEET THE “Minimum Bid”, THE CONSIGNOR MAY PAY A 
REDUCED COMMISSION ON THOSE LOTS. ’’Minimum Bids” are generally posted online several 
days prior to the Auction closing. For any successful bid placed by a consignor on his Property 
on the Auction floor, or by any means during the live session, or after the ’’Minimum Bid” for an 
Auction have been posted, we will require the consignor to pay full Buyer’s Premium and Seller’s 
Commissions on such lot. 

14. The highest qualified Bidder recognized by the Auctioneer shall be the Buyer. In the event of a tie bid, 
the earliest bid received or recognized wins. In the event of any dispute between any Bidders at an 
Auction, Auctioneer may at his sole discretion reoffer the lot. Auctioneer’s decision and declaration 
of the winning Bidder shall be final and binding upon all Bidders. Bids properly offered, whether 
by floor Bidder or other means of bidding, may on occasion be missed or go unrecognized; in such 
cases, the Auctioneer may declare the recognized bid accepted as the winning bid, regardless of 
whether a competing bid may have been higher. Auctioneer reserves the right after the hammer fall 
to accept bids and reopen bidding for bids placed through the Internet or otherwise. 

15. Auctioneer reserves the right to refuse to honor any bid or to limit the amount of any bid, in its sole 
discretion. A bid is considered not made in “Good Faith” when made by an insolvent or irresponsible 
person, a person under the age of eighteen, or is not supported by satisfactory credit, collectibles 
references, or otherwise. Regardless of the disclosure of his identity, any bid by a consignor or his 
agent on a lot consigned by him is deemed to be made in “Good Faith.” Any person apparently 
appearing on the OFAC list is not eligible to bid. 

16. Nominal Bids. The Auctioneer in its sole discretion may reject nominal bids, small opening bids, or 
very nominal advances. If a lot bearing estimates fails to open for 40-60% of the low estimate, the 
Auctioneer may pass the item or may place a protective bid on behalf of the consignor. 

17. Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneer’s discretion (generally 40%-60% of the low 
estimate). In the event that no bid meets or exceeds that opening amount, the lot shall pass as unsold. 

18. All items are to be purchased per lot as numerically indicated and no lots will be broken. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to withdraw, prior to the close, any lots from the Auction. 

19. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, 
disputed ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or for 
any other reason and in Auctioneer’s sole discretion. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election 
to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and 
buyer’s premium) and any other damages or expenses pertaining to the lot. 

20. Auctioneer occasionally experiences Internet and/or Server service outages, and Auctioneer 
periodically schedules system downtime for maintenance and other purposes, during which 
Bidders cannot participate or place bids. If such outages occur, we may at our discretion extend 
bidding for the Auction. Bidders unable to place their Bids through the Internet are directed to 
contact Client Services at 877-HERITAGE (437-4824). 

21. The Auctioneer, its affiliates, or their employees consign items to be sold in the Auction, and may 
bid on those lots or any other lots. Auctioneer or affiliates expressly reserve the right to modify any 
such bids at any time prior to the hammer based upon data made known to the Auctioneer or its 
affiliates. The Auctioneer may extend advances, guarantees, or loans to certain consignors. 

22. The Auctioneer has the right to sell certain unsold items after the close of the Auction. Such lots 
shall be considered sold during the Auction and all these Terms and Conditions shall apply to such 
sales including but not limited to the Buyer’s Premium, return rights, and disclaimers. 

Payment: 

23. All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (including U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier 
checks, travelers checks, eChecks, and bank money orders, and are subject to all reporting 
requirements). All deliveries are subject to good funds; funds being received in Auctioneer’s account 
before delivery of the Purchases; and all payments are subject to a clearing period. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to determine if a check constitutes “good funds”: checks drawn on a U.S. bank are 
subject to a ten business day hold, and thirty days when drawn on an international bank. Clients 
with pre-arranged credit status may receive immediate credit for payments via eCheck, personal, or 
corporate checks. All others will be subject to a hold of 5 days, or more, for the funds to clear prior to 
releasing merchandise. (Ref. T&C item 7 Credit for additional information.) Payments can be made 
24-48 hours post auction from the My Orders page of the HA.com website. 

24. Payment is due upon closing of the Auction session, or upon presentment of an invoice. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to void an invoice if payment in full is not received within 7 days after the close 
of the Auction. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election to void a sale does not relieve the 
Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and buyer’s premium) on the lot and 
any other damages pertaining to the lot or Auctioneer, at its option, may charge a twenty (20%) 
restock fee on the amount of the purchase and offset the restock fee against any monies paid to the 
Auctioneer or against any of the purchaser’s properties held by the Auctioneer. 

25. Lots delivered to you, or your representative are subject to all applicable state and local taxes, unless 
appropriate permits are on file with Auctioneer. Bidder agrees to pay Auctioneer the actual amount 
of tax due in the event that sales tax is not properly collected due to: 1) an expired, inaccurate, 
or inappropriate tax certificate or declaration, 2) an incorrect interpretation of the applicable 
statute, 3) or any other reason. The appropriate form or certificate must be on file at and verified by 
Auctioneer five days prior to Auction, or tax must be paid; only if such form or certificate is received 
by Auctioneer within 4 days after the Auction can a refund of tax paid be made. Lots from different 
Auctions may not be aggregated for sales tax purposes. 

26. In the event that a Bidder’s payment is dishonored upon presentment(s), Bidder shall pay the 
maximum statutory processing fee set by applicable state law. If you attempt to pay via eCheck 
and your financial institution denies this transfer from your bank account, or the payment cannot 
be completed using the selected funding source, you agree to complete payment using your credit 
card on file. 

27. If any Auction invoice submitted by Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid balance 
will bear interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid. Any invoice 
not paid when due will bear a three percent (3%) late fee on the invoice amount. If the Auctioneer 
refers any invoice to an attorney for collection, the buyer agrees to pay attorney’s fees, court costs, 
and other collection costs incurred by Auctioneer. If Auctioneer assigns collection to its in-house 
legal staff, such attorney’s time expended on the matter shall be compensated at a rate comparable 
to the hourly rate of independent attorneys. 

28. In the event a successful Bidder fails to pay any amounts due, Auctioneer reserves the right to sell 
the lot(s) securing the invoice to any underbidders in the Auction that the lot(s) appeared, or at 
subsequent private or public sale, or relist the lot(s) in a future auction conducted by Auctioneer. A 
defaulting Bidder agrees to pay for the reasonable costs of resale (including a 15% seller’s commission, 
if consigned to an auction conducted by Auctioneer). The defaulting Bidder is liable to pay any 
difference between his total original invoice for the lot(s), plus any applicable interest, and the net 
proceeds for the lot(s) if sold at private sale or the subsequent hammer price of the lot(s) less the 15% 
seller’s commissions, if sold at an Auctioneer’s auction. 

29. Auctioneer reserves the right to require payment in full in good funds before delivery of the merchandise. 

30. Auctioneer shall have a lien against the merchandise purchased by the buyer to secure payment of 
the Auction invoice. Auctioneer is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of any 
other property of the buyer then held by the Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of any 
Auction invoice or any other amounts due the Auctioneer or affiliates from the buyer. With respect 
to these lien rights, Auctioneer shall have all the rights of a secured creditor under Article 9 of the 
Texas Uniform Commercial Code, including but not limited to the right of sale (including a 15% 
seller’s commission, if consigned to an auction conducted by Auctioneer). In 
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addition, with respect to payment of the Auction invoice(s), the buyer waives any and all rights of offset 
he might otherwise have against the Auctioneer and the consignor of the merchandise included on 
the invoice. If a Bidder owes Auctioneer or its affiliates on any account, Auctioneer and its affiliates 
shall have the right to offset such unpaid account by any credit balance due Bidder, and it may secure 
by possessory lien any unpaid amount by any of the Bidders property in their possession.. 

31. Title shall not pass to the successful Bidder until all invoices are paid in full. It is the responsibility 
of the buyer to provide adequate insurance coverage for the items once they have been delivered to a 
common carrier or third-party shipper. 

Delivery; Shipping; and Handling Charges: 

32. Buyer is liable for shipping, handling, registration, and renewal fees, if any. Please refer to Auctioneers 
website HA.com/c/shipping.zx for the latest charges or call Auctioneer. Auctioneer is unable to combine 
purchases from other auctions or affiliates into one package for shipping purposes. Lots won will be 
shipped in a commercially reasonable time after payment in good funds for the merchandise and the 
shipping fees is received or credit extended, except when third-party shipment occurs. Buyer agrees that 
Service and Handling charges related to shipping items which are not pre-paid may be charged to the 
credit card on file with Auctioneer. 

33. Successful international Bidders shall provide written shipping instructions, including specified 
customs declarations, to the Auctioneer for any lots to be delivered outside of the United States. 
NOTE: Declaration value shall be the item’(s) hammer price together with its buyers premium and 
Auctioneer shall use the correct harmonized code for the lot. Domestic Buyers on lots designated for 
third-party shipment must designate the common carrier, accept risk of loss, and prepay shipping 
costs. 

34. All shipping charges will be borne by the successful Bidder. On all domestic shipments, any risk of loss 
during shipment will be borne by Heritage until the shipping carriers confirmation of delivery to the 
address of record in Auctioneers file (carriers confirmation is conclusive to prove delivery to Bidder; 
if the client has a Signature release on file with the carrier, the package is considered delivered without 
Signature) or delivery by Heritage to Bidders selected third-party shipper. On all foreign shipments, 
any risk of loss during shipment will be borne by the Bidder following Auctioneers delivery to the 
Bidders designated common carrier or third-party shipper. 

35. Due to the nature of some items sold, it shall be the responsibility for the successful Bidder to arrange 
pick-up and shipping through third-parties; as to such items Auctioneer shall have no liability. 
Failure to pick-up or arrange shipping in a timely fashion (within ten days) shall subject Lots to 
storage and moving charges, including a $100 administration fee plus $10 daily storage for larger 
items and $5.00 daily for smaller items (storage fee per item) after 35 days. In the event the Lot is 
not removed within ninety days, the Lot may be offered for sale to recover any past due storage or 
moving fees, including a 10% Sellers Commission. 

36A. The laws of various countries regulate the import or export of certain plant and animal properties, 
including (but not limited to) items made of (or including) ivory, whalebone, turtle shell, coral, 
crocodile, or other wildlife. Transport of such lots may require special licenses for export, import, or 
both. Bidder is responsible for: 1) obtaining all information on such restricted items for both export 
and import; 2) obtaining all such licenses and/or permits. Delay or failure to obtain any such license 
or permit does not relieve the buyer of timely compliance with standard payment terms. For further 
information, please contact Ron Brackemyre at 800- 872-6467 ext.

36B. California State law prohibits the importation of any product containing Python skin into the 
State of California, thus no lot containing Python skin will be shipped to or invoiced to a person or 
company in California. 

36C. Auctioneer shall not be liable for any loss caused by or resulting from: 

a. Seizure or destruction under quarantine or Customs regulation, or confiscation by order of any 
Government or public authority, or risks of contraband or illegal transportation of trade, or 

b. Breakage of statuary, marble, glassware, bric-a-brac, porcelains, jewelry, and similar fragile articles 

37. Any request for shipping verification for undelivered packages must be made within 30 days of 
shipment by Auctioneer. 

Cataloging, Warranties and Disclaimers: 

38. NO WARRANTY, WHETHER EXPRESSED OR IMPLIED, IS MADE WITH RESPECT TO ANY 
DESCRIPTION CONTAINED IN THIS AUCTION OR ANY SECOND OPINE. Any description of the 
items or second opine contained in this Auction is for the sole purpose of identifying the items for 
those Bidders who do not have the opportunity to view the lots prior to bidding, and no description 
of items has been made part of the basis of the bargain or has created any express warranty that the 
goods would conform to any description made by Auctioneer. Color variations can be expected in 
any electronic or printed imaging, and are not grounds for the return of any lot. NOTE: Auctioneer, 
in specified auction venues, for example, Fine Art, may have express written warranties and you are 
referred to those specific terms and conditions.. 

39. Auctioneer is selling only such right or title to the items being sold as Auctioneer may have by 
virtue of consignment agreements on the date of auction and disclaims any warranty of title to 
the Property. Auctioneer disclaims any warranty of merchantability or fitness for any particular 
purposes. All images, descriptions, sales data, and archival records are the exclusive property of 
Auctioneer, and may be used by Auctioneer for advertising, promotion, archival records, and any 
other uses deemed appropriate. 

40. Translations of foreign language documents may be provided as a convenience to interested parties. 
Auctioneer makes no representation as to the accuracy of those translations and will not be held 
responsible for errors in bidding arising from inaccuracies in translation. 

41. Auctioneer disclaims all liability for damages, consequential or otherwise, arising out of or in 
connection with the sale of any Property by Auctioneer to Bidder. No third party may rely on any 
benefit of these Terms and Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal to 
the Bidder and may not be assigned. Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion and does 
not constitute a warranty or representation. No employee of Auctioneer may alter these Terms and 
Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of Auctioneer, any such alteration is null and void. 

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, 
in any event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

43. In consideration of participation in the Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases 
Auctioneer, its officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide 
second opines, from any and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or 
any arbitration or mediation rights existing under the rules of any professional society or affiliation 
based upon the assigned description, or a derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, 
representation or other matter set forth within these Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise. 
In the event of a claim, Bidder agrees that such rights and privileges conferred therein are strictly 
construed as specifically declared herein; e.g., authenticity, typographical error, etc. and are the 
exclusive remedy. Bidder, by non-compliance to these express terms of a granted remedy, shall waive 
any claim against Auctioneer. 

44. Notice: Some Property sold by Auctioneer are inherently dangerous e.g. firearms, cannons, and 
small items that may be swallowed or ingested or may have latent defects all of which may cause 
harm to a person. Purchaser accepts all risk of loss or damage from its purchase of these items and 
Auctioneer disclaims any liability whether under contract or tort for damages and losses, direct or 
inconsequential, and expressly disclaims any warranty as to safety or usage of any lot sold. 

Dispute Resolution and Arbitration Provision: 

45. By placing a bid or otherwise participating in the auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and Conditions 
of Auction, and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein. Consumer disputes 
shall be resolved through court litigation which has an exclusive Dallas, Texas venue clause and 
jury waiver. Non-consumer dispute shall be determined in binding arbitration which arbitration 
replaces the right to go to court, including the right to a jury trial. 


46. Auctioneer in no event shall be responsible for consequential damages, incidental damages, 
compensatory damages, or any other damages arising or claimed to be arising from the auction of 
any lot. In the event that Auctioneer cannot deliver the lot or subsequently it is established that the lot 
lacks title, or other transfer or condition issue is claimed, in such cases the sole remedy shall be limited 
to rescission of sale and refund of the amount paid by Bidder; in no case shall Auctioneers maximum 
liability exceed the high bid on that lot, which bid shall be deemed for all purposes the value of the lot. 
After one year has elapsed, Auctioneers maximum liability shall be limited to any commissions and 
fees Auctioneer earned on that lot. 

47. In the event of an attribution error, Auctioneer may at its sole discretion, correct the error on 
the Internet, or, if discovered at a later date, to refund the buyer s purchase price without further 
obligation. 

48. Exclusive Dispute Resolution Process: All claims, disputes, or controversies in connection with, 
relating to and /or arising out of your Participation in the Auction or purchase of any lot, any 
interpretation of the Terms and Conditions of Sale or any amendments thereto, any description 
of any lot or condition report, any damage to any lot, any alleged verbal modification of any term 
of sale or condition report or description and/or any purported settlement whether asserted in 
contract, tort, under Federal or State statute or regulation or any claim made by you of a lot or 
your Participation in the auction involving the auction or a specific lot involving a warranty or 
representation of a consignor or other person or entity including Auctioneer { which claim you 
consent to be made a party} (collectively, “Claim”) shall be exclusively heard by, and the claimant 
(or respondent as the case may be) and Heritage each consent to the Claim being presented in a 
confidential binding arbitration before a single arbitrator administrated by and conducted under the 
rules of, the American Arbitration Association. The locale for all such arbitrations shall be Dallas, 
Texas. The arbitrators award may be enforced in any court of competent jurisdiction. If a Claim 
involves a consumer, exclusive subject matter jurisdiction for the Claim is in the State District Courts 
of Dallas County, Texas and the consumer consents to subject matter and in personam jurisdiction; 
further CONSUMER EXPRESSLY WAIVES ANY RIGHT TO TRIAL BY JURY. A consumer may elect 
arbitration as specified above. Any claim involving the purchase or sale of numismatic or related 
items may be submitted through binding PNG arbitration. Any Claim must be brought within two 
(2) years of the alleged breach, default or misrepresentation or the Claim is waived. Exemplary or 
punitive damages are not permitted and are waived. A Claim is not subject to class certification. 
Nothing herein shall be construed to extend the time of return or conditions and restrictions for 
return. This Agreement and any Claim shall be determined and construed under Texas law. The 
prevailing party (a party that is awarded substantial and material relief on its damage claim based 
on damages sought vs. awarded or the successful defense of a Claim based on damages sought vs. 
awarded) may be awarded its reasonable attorneys’ fees and costs. 

49. No claims of any kind can be considered after the settlements have been made with the consignors. 
Any dispute after the settlement date is strictly between the Bidder and consignor without 
involvement or responsibility of the Auctioneer. 

50. In consideration of their participation in or application for the Auction, a person or entity (whether 
the successful Bidder, a Bidder, a purchaser and/or other Auction participant or registrant) agrees 
that all disputes in any way relating to, arising under, connected with, or incidental to these Terms 
and Conditions and purchases, or default in payment thereof, shall be arbitrated pursuant to the 
arbitration provision. In the event that any matter including actions to compel arbitration, construe 
the agreement, actions in aid or arbitration or otherwise needs to be litigated, such litigation 
shall be exclusively in the Courts of the State of Texas, in Dallas County, Texas, and if necessary 
the corresponding appellate courts. For such actions, the successful Bidder, purchaser, or Auction 
participant also expressly submits himself to the personal jurisdiction of the State of Texas. 

51. These Terms & Conditions provide specific remedies for occurrences in the auction and delivery 
process. Where such remedies are afforded, they shall be interpreted strictly. Bidder agrees that any 
claim shall utilize such remedies; Bidder making a claim in excess of those remedies provided in 
these Terms and Conditions agrees that in no case whatsoever shall Auctioneers maximum liability 
exceed the high bid on that lot, which bid shall be deemed for all purposes the value of the lot. 

Miscellaneous: 

52. Agreements between Bidders and consignors to effectuate a non-sale of an item at Auction, inhibit 
bidding on a consigned item to enter into a private sale agreement for said item, or to utilize the 
Auctioneers Auction to obtain sales for non-selling consigned items subsequent to the Auction, 
are strictly prohibited. If a subsequent sale of a previously consigned item occurs in violation of 
this provision, Auctioneer reserves the right to charge Bidder the applicable Buyers Premium and 
consignor a Sellers Commission as determined for each auction venue and by the terms of the 
sellers agreement. 

53. Acceptance of these Terms and Conditions qualifies Bidder as a client who has consented to be 
contacted by Heritage in the future.
